"an offense they charge before they present it to the jury. 


It is not the indention here to sit in judgment cm the 


United States District Attorney, whoso integrity and onurgy 
have not been questioned. In fairness to the jurors, however, 
it may be pointed out that arguments to the effect that the 
great number of acquittals before federal court judges in 
North Dakota lend weight to arguments that cases have been 
brought which are without merit, have not been thoroughly 
investigated and prepared, or have not been well presented. 
Perhaps the argument is faulty. We hope so.

"CAT CAME BACK" 


The birds that build their nests near your home this 


spring probably will be the same "ones that camped near you 
last year. So claims H. Knight Horsfield in his new book, 
"Sidelights on Birds." 


Patriotism, or the instim^-of seeking old homes year after 


year, is highly developed in birds, "the ivery fields and woods 
which constitute home for th?m being re-sought year after 
year." 


How do they find their way back? 
Horsfield writes that the strange way-finding power of 


migratory birds is leading up to the idea that there exists in 
birds an occult power which may bg classed as a food-find- 
ing sense, separate from and additional to the five senses 
possessed by people and animal life. 


Some of us, who are considered "queer," merely have a 


sixth or psychic sense. 


Birds are very human, Horsfield comments. He thinks 


the lure that makes them return to former homes is their 
"passionate attachment for their native lands — their true , 
home — in which the most fascinating period of thoir lives' 
is spent." 


Horsfield also claims that cortain bird families have dis- 


tinct sense of thu rights of property. Sometimes they fight! 
and drive out invaders of what they consider their exclusive ] 
territory. "With rooks it is clear that a given belt of trees i 
is marked out a.s the property of a nartieular colony.". In i 
other words, a fence.
